I'ebruary criminal court 
convened on 


Monday, Judge Terkes presiding.. 
The 


criminal business to be transacted aud th: 
civil cases of January did not constitute a 
full week's work, so the two courts were 
combined to save time and expense to the 
taxpayer. 
The trial of criminal coses was 


not taken up 
until Monday afternoon. 


Judge Terkes hauded down several opinions 
at the morning session, which will interest 
the public. 
One related to the taxing of 


telegraph poles and wires In New Hope bor 
ough. 
The corporations taxed were th 


Postal Telegraph and Cuble Company ail 
the Western Uuioo Telegraph Company 
The borough had demanded a license fee o 
$1 per pole and $2.50 per mile of wir 
wiihin the borough limits, which, in a tria 
by jury in the civil courts, was sustained b. 
a verdict for the borough. 
A motion was 


made for a new trial, it being alleged tha 
the borough could only impose a tax suffi 
cieut to maiutuiu a police supervision of th 
property, and not as a source of revenue 
The court refused to grant the new trial 
stating that in recent incisions the Superioi 
court Imd affirmed a finding in a similar 
case. A second opinion related to the right 
of a deputy coroner to collect fees for merely 
viewing a dead body. 
The court decided 


that there was no statutory right of thi 
character, and that it .was evidently intend 
ed that the coroner should collect all fees 
and pay.his deputy therefrom, if the latter 
is paid at all. In the cases to which.excep- 
tions had been filed in this instance Deputy 
Coroner Clemeus, of Doyleatowu, had viewed 
two bodies, deciding that an inquest was not 
necessary. He had sought to collect fees in 
each case, amounting to about £5, and also 
mileage. 
In these cases, the court stated, 


.there was .nathjim rn.slinar ..Dint the 
coroner had beea asked by any member of 
the family or persons in authority to inquire 
into the matter, which fact would, in itse'ff, 
debar him from collecting fees. 
The court 


stated that the'only way to remedy abuses 
in the coroner's office would be to abolish it 
and have the District Attorney act in such 
matters. 
The court hauded down an opin- 


ion in Ihe case of Frauklin and Jennie 
Allen, convicted of obstructing the course of 
public justice during an investigation into 
the murder of Auuie Edwardi, at Jamison, 
the latter a sister of Mrs. Allen. 
The court 


granted the defendants a new trial; owing to 
the bad shape the records were iu, but gave 
the District Attorney permission to aguiu 
charge the defendants with conspiracy and 
obstructing the course of public justice, the 
defendants to give boil for their appearance 
at the May term. The most important crim- 
inal proceeding on Monday was lie trial of 
George Holmoud and Jatnes.Cummings, the 
two negroes implicated in the shooting of 
George Scon, also colored, who was brought 
to J)oyiestown from a Treuton nospitalwith 
a shattered jaw to testify against his assail- 
ants. Holmoud and Cummings had attempt 
ed to rob Scott on a freight traiu upon which 
the men were ridiug, but when. Holmoud, at 
the point of a revolver, told Scott to throw 
up his hands, the latter attempted to escape, 
whereupon Holmoud shot him twice, one 
bullet shattering the jaw and the other pass- 
ing tnrough his lip. 
Holmond, with a 


smiling face, recounted the details of the 
affair, pleading guilty to all the charges 
against him, which included 
aggravated 


assault and battery, assault and battery with 
intent to rob and kill, and one or two ad- 
ditional offences. 
Cummings admitted car- 


rying concealed deadly weapons, but. plead- 
ed not guilty to the charge of assault and 
battery with intent to rob."" It was evident 
that both men were desperete characters. 
The jury convicted Cummings as indicted, 
and the court, after describing the defend- 
ants as extremely dangerous men, who' had 
attempted murder, sentenced ilolmond to 
18 years in the Psuiteniiary and sent Cum- 
miugs to the same institution tor 11 years, 
the full-penalty in each case. Holmond, on 
Tuesday morning, said tHat Cummings was 
equally implicated with him, as he used the 
laitef's revolver in shooting Scott. 


William Knight, of Bensalem, was indict- 


ed by the Grand Jury on Tuesday upon' a 
Constable's statement in his official return to 
court setting forth that Knight had disturbed 
the peace at an election by assaulting Will- 
iam Terry.

Robert .Forderer, a Philadelphia leather 


manufacturer, was returned to court for' 
maintaining a nuisance on his farm in Ben- 
salem, consisting of refuse from his factory, 
which emitted an offensive odor. 
He was 


inuicted by the Grand Jury. 


Mr. and Mrs. Webster Melchor, of Attle- 


boro, were compelled to appear at court in 
response to a subpoena iqsued upon state- 
ment of Constable Taylor of that borough, to 
the effect that the recent prosecution inti- 
tuled against him for not reporting an 
alleged violation of the liquor law had 
grown out of information furnished by Mr. 
and Mrs. Melchor, the case against the Con- 
stable having been dismissed Mr. and Mrs. 
Melchor were summoned to appear before 
the Grand Jury to determine as to who was 
responsible for costs, - 


Pietro Giradulo, of Bristol, charged with 


surety, was declared to be insane by a com- 
mission in lunacy. 
He was seut to Norris- 


towfi Asylum. 
- Joseph Hutchinson and JTames Dolon, of 
Centre Bridge,-were seut to the county jail 
for nine months for stealing corn, the wop- 
erty of El««od N.^ylqr. 
" 


Jaoob fl>gertj, «f Bristol, went to the 


county ^ail for two inonlhs after pleading 
guilty to the charge of open lewdneas. 


William Qtt, Krusen Rightly and Allen 


Vaudegrift, Jfawtown boys, wers »cpsuitle4 
of the charge of having stolen crackers anoV 
raisins from the Nejrtown station, -sad the 
costs were imposed upon Officer Robert 
Kirkpatriok, of tbe Reading road, who made 
tbe.arrest. The court delivered a'lecture to 
th? officer upon the p'racQce of taking all 
cases before Justice Clemens-, of iloyjeslown, 


.Henry Hinkle was convicted of stealing 


corn on. the farm of William Stein, in. Rioli- 
land township, and was sent to the county 
jail for nine months. 


Edwin F. Eiscnhart, of Haycock, an aged 


man, was acquitted of assault upon Edwin 
Diehl, a young man who had. assaulted Eis- 
enharfs daughter. Tbe costs were imposed 
upan Diehl, who was also held .in bonds to 
keep the peace.

Judge Yerkes, on Wednesday morning, 


paid his respects to boylestywn's town coun- 
cil for the statement issued by council in re- 
lation to their indictment by a former grand 
jury, which statement was published in- full 
at the time iii this pnper. The Court re- 
ferred to the action of council as unprece- 
dented, calling lie attention of the present 
grand jury to the affair.

(Wednesday noou), the grand jury had not 
filed its report. 


The case against ex-Beoor.der "William P. 


Wright, of Bristol, was called at noon on 
Wednesday.

The bill, upon motion of 
Henry Lear, of counsel for the defense, was 
quashed but leave was given the District 
Attorney to send up a new bill, which was 
done iu the afternoon.

Mr. Lear moved a second time to quash the 
bill for the reason that it failed to set forth 
the legal fees that the defendant was entitled 
to collect. The motion was sustained by the 
Court, whereupon the District Attorney 
stated that it was impossible for him to sup- 
ply the information demanded-by the de- 
feuse, and thathe "was at the eud of his 
string." The defendant was therefore dis- 
charged. Mr. Wright was congratulated by 
his friends upon i he termination of the case,

As this action is the 
first taken in tho contest for the con- 
trol of the next legislature, which -will 
be called upon to elect a successor to 
Colonel Quay in the United States sen- 
ate, the outcome must be regarded as 
espeaally important at this time. . 


The most pronounced stalwart vic- 


tory and one which had far reaching 
significance was that won in Jefferson 
county, where a clean cut contest was 
decided by a popular vote. It was not 
merely a half hearted support of the 
present Republican leadership nor a 
perfunctory indorsement ol Colonel 
Quay, but a-full, positive and emphatic 
declaration from the Republicans o£ the 
county that they are in favor of major- 
ity rule and have no sympathy with the 
insurgent movement. 
• . . 


Jefferson and Indiana counties com- 


pose a state senatorial .district. They 
do not elect dpjeg'ates to a convention, 
but they vote directly for the candidate. 
and the "candidate for state senator se- 
curing the majority of votes in the 
two counties wins the nomination. Jef- 
ferson on Tuesday last led off, and~had 
the honor of being the first county in 
Pennsylvania tovpass upon the United 
States senatorship'. So important was 
this fight to be that William Flinn, the 
Pittsburg boss and contractor, invaded 
the county with his agents, and did his 
utmost to carry the election. 


Jefferson county has had the sena- 


tor for eight years. Under the rota- 
tion system the office now goes to In- 
diana county. 
John S. Fisher was 


named by the stalwart Republicans as 
their candidate. The insurgents and 
bolters named Dr. Morrow, and both 
names wer.e submitted to the voters of 
Jefferson county. Money was sent into 
the county in large amounts.The same 
kind of political management that is 
used in Pittsburg to keep Flinn in 
power and in contracts was used in 
Jefferson. The result was a most pro- 
nounced victory for the stalwarts. Not 
only did they choose Mr. Fisher as 


they named their choice for congress,-- 
and elected their delegates to the state 
convention. 
Nothing could be fairer than the 


system In use in Jefferson1 county. All 
Republican voters are called upon to 
go to the'polls 'and -make their direct 
choice between candidates.. It is sim- 
ply a question of majority rule, and the 
majority in Jefferson county has been 
cast overwhelmingly for Senator .Qu'ay.

tween the two metals as to the value of the I 
gold or silver represented in a dollar. 
In j 


1878 there was a divergence of'abotit 8 or 9>j 
per cent. 


From that day the gulf between gold and 


silver value has been widening. It has not 
hud any influence upon it, it is not entirely 
responsible for the widening of the gulf. 
Silver wenS steadily down from 1878 as com- 
pureil with the gold in commercial value un- 
til 1890. In the meantime, between 1878 
and 1890, we were coining more silver than 
we had ever coined annually at any previous 
.time in our history, and yet the divergence 
grew. 


Then in 1390 we were told that if we 


would only purchase 4,500,000 ounces of sil- 
ver per mouth and coin it into silver coin it 
would raise the price of silver to its old price 
of $1.29 an ounce. 
We did it. 
We believed 


that. We were told over and over'again 
that all we had to do to raise the price of 
silver from what it was then to ?1'.29 an 
ounce the world over was to buy and coin 
4,500,000 ounces per mouth, and we.carried 
that on for three .years. 
* 


We coined 54,000,000 ounces annually, 


but the number of dollars was much greater, 
aud still the price of silver went steadily^, 
down : the divergence grew wider and wider. 
Then we repealed the purchasing olause of 
the Sherman Act, and still the price of silver 
lias gone down as compared with the price of 
gold, but uot so rapidly as it did from the 
years 1890 to 1893, when we were purphas- 
ing the four-and a half million ounces per 
mouth, which we was going to^elevate silver 
to the price of gold. 


And now we have come to this, that there 


is no bimetallism except free coinage at 16 
to 1; that no one believes iu bimetallism who 
does not believe that we can take silver, now 
worth 47 cents on the dollar as compared 
with gold commercially, and raise it to the 
parity of gold by just opebiug our mints at 
that ratio. 


If a man believes in another ratio he is not 


a bimetullist. If he believes in the ratio 
which represents the real parity of value be- 


by the fact that it was announced after

Iu 1899 the company's assets, aftei paying 
uu average annual dividend of 14 per cent., 
amouuied to $401,000, all extensions, nn- 
pioveinents and repairs having beeu ptud for 
out of tbe earnings fiom rales paid by the 
citizens for gas. Sometime last year the Gas 
Company was purchased by a corporation 
capitalized at $500,000, all of winch was 
paid for the franchise of the original Gas 
Company, and in addition to the above pui- 
chase consideration the new company pro- 
posed to issue $600,000 m bonds, secured 
upon the franchise, property, etc , of the 
Gaslight Company, the intent evidently being 
yi ,000,000

An appeal to the Board of Gas aud 


Electric Light Commissioners developed the 
fact lhat gas could be made and distributed 
iu Haverhill at 75 oents per 1000 feet aud 
leave a profit to the company.

missioners nnally fixed 80 cents as the 
price at which gas should be sold, which 
means a saving uu 90,000,000 cubic feet sold 
of $18,000. The Cummissioners denounced 
the proposed expausiou of capital, saying 
that it was indirectly, but distinctly, au at- 
tempt to capitalize the Gas Company's sur- 
plus, which was unlawful.

light Company that portion of the profits 
retained by the corporation for the joint 
benefit of the company and its customers, 
and the Commissiou said to such a policy 
the consumers should not be asked to con- 
tribute.

at last sought for to some extent. It is 
years since its utility has been question- 
ed, but the peculiar fact has nevei theless 
remained that though one of the greatest 
of modern essentials and so conceded by 
all sane men. yet its acceptance by- the in- 
dividual needing it has been due wholly 
to>the peisonal solicitation of those-hav- 
ing it for sale. 


Of late years, however, insurants have 


come to the point where they not infre- 
quently seek the indemnity themselves, \ 
or .at least send for agents of -leading 
companies and announce that they wish 
to tafce out policies. This is a marked and 
important step in the history of life un- 
derwriting, though why it should not al- 
ways have been the case is one of the cu- 
riosities of human thought. Why a matt 
should hasten to insure his warehouse/, 
•which will probably never burn, and yet 
have to be importuned to insure his life, 
which in due time he knows he must cer- 
tainly lose, is an oddity of the hutnan 
mind that has ever been a puzzle to the 
student of insurance. But such is still 
the case today despite the fact-noted that 
some men, abler and shrewder than their 
fellows, have at last learned to ask the 
privilege of being insured. 


Of the hundreds of millions of new in- 


surance issued during the past year prob- 
ably less than 5 per cent was requested 
by tbe insurants themselves. The rest 
will have been due wholly to the men 
who drew the new policy holders' atten- 
tion to the* value of insurance and stuck 
to them until they made them under- 
stand and i believe it. However, 5 per 
cent of inherent shrewd sense, of know- 
ing'what is needed and sending for it, ia 
perhaps a good average for mankind as a 
whole in anything.—Cincinnati Commer- 
cial Tribune.
